I am a co-inventor of the Invention described and claimed In the above^identlfied 
application and am familiar with the Final Office Action dated November 1 9, 2004, In 
which the Examiner requests the origin, the pre-transformation. and the post- 
transformation traits (Including multiple ears and retention of other efite characteristics) 
of the photographed com plants shown to the Examiner during the Inten/iew of 
November 17, 2004 and submitted with this I3eclaration. 

The photographed com plants are transfonned regenerates of Stlne inbred 963. 
The plants shown In Figures 1 and 2 (B375-3 and B395-7 respectively) were produced 
using the aerosol beam injector (U.S. Patent No. 6.809,232) and selected on 
glyphceate. They contain the sorghum fragment M5 which is about 1 00 kb in length. 
The DNA fragment was protected with poly-L-lysine during beaming by the method 
described In U.S. Patent application 10/770,855. 

The pre-transfonnation traits of the photographed com plants consisted of plants 
with two ears per plant of Stine inbred 963. 

•me post-transformation traits of the photographed com plants consisted of more 

than two ears per plant.
